Harry F. Quilty is still in a Wauke- 
gan hospital in a critical condition 
as a result of injuries sustained when 
a car belonging to Arthur Hawkins, 
struck the curb on Main street near 
the village park, caromed off the 
large trees there and completely 
hurdled 'a parked car, landing in -the 
street. 

Two other men were tn the 
car, Joseph W. "Lefty" Lojwancek, 
23, and Herman M. Savoy, 42, and 
both were dead when rescuers reach- 
ed the scene. Hawkins, who was rid- 
ing in the front seat of the car, was 
injured slightly, being shaken up and 
bruised, as well as being burned by 
gasoline which leaked out of the 
tank. 



Quilty, who was discharged from 
the U. S. navy six weeks ago, suffer- 
ed a broken pelvis and a broken hip, 
as well as first degree burns from 
his neck to his knees, caused by his 
clothing being saturated with gaso 
line from the car tank. The full ex- 
tent of his Injuries has not been as- 
certained as yot on account of the 
difficulty in moving him to make X- 
ray pictures. Doctors did discover a 
fractured arm Wednesday, however. 
The extent of damage to his skull 
and spine will not be known until a 
further examination can bo made.

Only restriction on use of power 
which is still *in effect is the relation 
to flood lighting, etc. The actual or- 
der reads "all such purposes as dec- 
orative or ornamental lighting and 
flood lighting, sign lighting, window 
and show case lighting, comfort air 
conditioning, car heating, and inter- 
ior lighting in excess of minimum 
requirements." 

Britton I. Budd, president of the 
Public Service Company of Northern 
Illinois, today made the following 
statement: 

"The Public Service Company was 
glad to join with the Illinois Com- 
merce commision in removing the 
major restrictions on the use of elec- 
tric energy which have been in force 
since May 1. 

"In spite of the temporary resump- 
tion of coal production, such relaxa- 
tion of the restrictions could not have 
been accomplished without the sav- 
ings in coal already made through 
the wholehearted cooperation of all 
industrial, commercial, residential, 
and rural customers. 

"We deeply appreciate the fine 
support received from the Illinois 
Commerce Commission, all local of- 
ficials, the press, and the radio. And 
we are greatly indebted to those who 
supplied us with additional quantities 
of coal. 

"We urge the continued voluntary 
effort of the public to keep the use 
of electricity at a reasonable mini- 
mum. With such public cooperation, 
we believe the territory we serve 
can be supplied through the remain- 
der of the emergency without further 
restrictions, barring unforeseen de- 
velopments."

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National Maritime Day 

Wednesday, May 22, is National Maritime Day, 
authorized by Congress and proclaimed by President 
Truman. In his proclamation, the President brought 
out an important point vvtti real force when he said "in 
peace no less than in war the Merchant Marine makes 
a vital contribution to the welfare of the Nation." 

The Merchant Marine is not only an essential na- 
tional delivery system, taking our products abroad and 
picking up the raw materials that keep our economy 
running, but it is also an arm of our international 
policy. The success or failure of our Merchant Marine 
affects every one of us. 

Many of us who live away from our great port 
cities are apt to forget these facts, feeling that the Mer- 
chant Marine is the concern of somebody else. We must 
remember that it is our Merchant Marine and that it 
has served and can continue to serve us well. It was 
our Merchant Marine that delivered the goods to win 
the war. It is our Merchant Marine that will be a 
boon to our postwar economic security by opening new 
possibilities for profitable intercourse and closer rela- 
tions between the peoples of the earth. 

In 1939 the British Empire controlled about one- 
third of the world's ocean shipping and the United 
States about one-seventh. The United States now has 



twice am many ships as the rest of the world combined. 

The Axis thought the United States couldn't 
raise our cargo tonnage from 11 million deadweight 
tons to 50 millon in 3 years or train the men to sail 
this giant fleet. They never dreamed that we could ship 
war materials at the rate of 8,000 tons an hour round 
the clock, throughout the year. 

This is how America did the job: 

Shortly after the Jap attack on Pearl Harbor, 
the U. S. Maritime Commission was directed by the 
late President Roosevelt to build 8 million deadweight 
tons of shipping. The goal was exceeded before the end 
of 1942. 

Sixteen million tons was the mark set for 1943. 
More than 19 million tons were delivered. 

By the time we went into Tokyo more than 4,500 
merchant ships built in the wartime period In United 
States shipyards were at work delivering bullets, bread 
and bandages for the United Nations. 

Officers and men of the Merchant* Marine num- 
bered about 55,000 in 1941. By 1945 the United States 
.Maritime Service had Increased personnel to over 
270,000 well trained, highly efficient officers and men. 
Despite heavy casualties, they "delivered the goods" 
.necessary for the winning of the war. 

The end of the war released the facilities, the 
brains, the skills, and the machines for a great post- 
war Merchant Marine. Never before has the existence 
of an American merchant fleet been so important to 
the Nation's well being. Farmers, manufacturers, the 
man in the street all have an equal dependence on 
shipping and benefit from it's services. 

The postwar planning is over. Postwar action is 
under way. Basic designs for great new peacetime 
ships have been completed. On the ships that carried 
the war to the Axis, the gun tubs are coming off and 
the bathtubs going in, new and streamlined equipment 
is being Installed.

legion Poppy Day 

to Be Sat., May 25 



Poppy Day wll be observed in An- 
tioeh and , throughout the United 
States on Saturday, May 25, Mrs. 
Maud Johnson, president of Antioch 
Unit of the American Legion Auxili- 
ary, has announced. 

Memorial poppies to be worn in 
honor of the dead of both world wars 
will be distributed on the streets 
throughout the day by volunteer 
workers from the Auxiliary and co- 
operating organizations. Contribu- 
tions received- in exchange for the 
flowers will be used in relief and re- 
habilitation work for disabled veter- 
ans, their families and the families of 
the dead. 

Extensive preparations, for Poppy 
Day are being made by the Legion 
Auxiliary Unit under the direction of 
Mrs. Ethel G. Zimmerman, Poppy 
Chairman. The volunteer workers 
are being organized into teams and 
assigned to locations in the down- 
town area. Residence and factory 
areas also will be covered to give 
everyone an opportunity to pay tri- 
bute to the war dead by wearing a 
memorial flower. 

The poppies have been ordered 
from hospitals where they are being 
made by disabled veterans of both 
wars, working under the direction of 
the Illinois Department of the Ameri- 
can Legion Auxiliary. They are crepe 
paper replicas of the European wlid 
poppy which bloomed on the battle- 
fields of France and Belgium in both 
wras and which has become a world- 
wide symbol of remembrance of 
America's battle dead. 

Poppies will be more generally 
worn this year than ever before, Mrs, 
Zimmerman predicted. 

"With peace restored and the men 
coming home," she said, "everyone 
will want to pay trbute to those who 
can never come luck to us by wear- 
ing a poppy in their hunor on Poppy 
Day."
